CHECKING OUT 


New Project 


Resource Conservation and Development is 
a program that could have a major impact on 
Delta County and the Upper Peninsula. 
Participation in the program, along with 
the other 14 counties in the U. P., was approved 
recently by the Delta County Board of Super­ 
visors and it has the total support of Jack Krei- 
ner, local soil conservationist. 
R(\fcD projects have opened up new horizons 
for leaders in rural areas and for soil and water 
conservation district men. The idea has extend­ 
ed areas of concern beyond the immediate limits 
of town, city, county or district to regional in­ 
terrelated activities and resources. 
When local people inventory and analyze 
their resources and needs, they see that accom­ 
plishments in one locality help adjoining com­ 
munities do the same thing. 
* 
* 
* 
Resource Conservation and Development 
programs like the one getting underway in the 
Upper Peninsula are designed to lead Soil Con­ 
servation Districts into projects vital to the area 
in relation to use and management of physical 
resources. 
. 
From their initial concern with soil erosion 
and water runoff on farmland, Conselavation Dis­ 
tricts have broadened their outlook to sponsor 
measures dealing with air and water pollution, 
water supply and management, solid waste dis­ 
posal, recreation resource development and re­ 
lated activities. 
These lead naturally to concern with com­ 
munications and transportation, employment and 
markets, health and education and the whole 
range of economic and social measures needed 
for effective use and development of area re­ 
sources. 
The Resource Conservation and Develop­ 
ment approach, locally initiated and sponsored 
with financial assistance from the federal gov­ 
ernment, seeks to stimulate investments in agri­ 
cultural developments, new businesses, private 
and community recreation facilities, improved 
housing and other needs. 
♦ 
* 
* 
The theory of RC&D is that people in pro­ 
ject areas can and will solve their resource prob­ 
lems through their own efforts if given encour­ 
agement and help by public agencies. Basically, 
it is a self-help program. 
Begun five years ago in selected areas of 
the country, the program has grown to include 
51 authorized projects. The idea has proved to 
be practical, popular and successful. It is a going 
national program with some 30 applications for 
new projects awaiting action and others in the 
process of preparation. 
The Resource Conservation and Develop­ 
ment concept is a natural for the Upper Penin­ 
sula with its wealth of resources and wide open 
spaces. It fits perfectly in present efforts to bol­ 
ster sagging economies of many of the northern 
counties. 


Government Meddling 
The federal government more and more is 
asscuming the self-apointed role of crusader to 
protect the American public from its own “sins.** 
The cigarette is the latest “vice” under at­ 
tack. C onfess has under consideration a bill to 
prohibit cigarette commercials on television and 
radio by the beginning of 1971. It already has 
been reported favorably out of the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee. 
Government health “experts" have launched 
a crusade to encourage youngsters not to take 
up smoking of the “noxious weed." and to get 
their elders to kick the habit. Thev claim that 
television advertisements counter their efforts 
and therefore they must go. 
Cigarette sales may suffer some, hut should 
hold up pretty well because millions simply like 
to smoke. A famed candy bar, after all. has sold 
well despite virtually no advertising. Ifs a frail­ 
ty of human nature to indulge in a little “vice," 
and if cigarettes become hard to get, the "little 
vice” might be replaced by a big vice. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, was “not en­ 
tirely satisfied with the bill as reported." Tie 
has led the drive to force cigarette advertise­ 
ments off the air waves. 
Moss and Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, D- 
Wash., both from non-tobacco-producing states, 
hope to make the bill even tougher on cigarette 
producers now’ that the bill is up for considera­ 
tion before the entire Senate. The two senators 
want to strike out a clause which w’ould exempt 
non-broadcast advertising from regulation until 
July I, 1972. They want an immediate clamp­ 
down bv the Federal Trade Commission on all 
such cigarette promotion. 
What Moss and the other sponsors of the 
bill are telling us, in effect, is that we aren’t 
smart enough to know that cigarette smoking in­ 
volves certain, but undefined, health hazards. 
They believe they should do our thinking for us, 
for our own good, of course. We disagree. Life 
is full of risks, many of which, like mountain 
climbing and steer wrestling, provide an ele­ 
ment of pleasure in w’hich w’e don’t believe gov­ 
ernment should meddle. 
Driving a car is dangerous, but there are 
no proposals to outlaw automobile advertising. 
If the people w'ant to smoke, banning of cigaret 
advertising isn’t going to change them.

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Massacres Have Long 
Communistic Lineage

The stories of the alleged 
massacre at Song My leave a 
lot of us just as “shocked and 
sick” as they left Secretary of 
Defense 
Melvin

there is some reassurance to 
be derived from the fact that

Hanoi, 
which has had the hypocritical

A long time ago some of us 
felt “shocked and sick” over re­ 
ports of atrocities in Southeast 
Asia. They weren’t our atro­ 
cities. 
The other day Tran Quoc 
Buu. the head of the Vietnam­ 
ese Confederation of Labor who 
has been visiting our country, 
gave me a good run-down on 
the Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese technique of “atrocity 
as strategy.” He reminded me 
that this technique had an an­

deed, in eastern Europe. His 
stories of the Hue massacre 
were more sickening than any­ 
thing we have been reading 
about Song My.

It would not have surprised 
the late Dr. Thomas Dooley. 
Does anyone remember his hor­ 
rifying accounts of “Communist 
reeducation” as it was practic­ 
ed by the Viet Minh, the Com­ 
munist organization in Indo­ 
china that gave birth to the 
Viet Cong? Just to counter the 
Communist hypocrisy in ac­ 
cusing Americans of “genocide,” 
it might be useful — even at

The 
shrieking of the children was 
heard all over the village.” 
As for the children’s religious 
teacher, he had to be deprived 
of his power of speech. Said 
Dr. Dooley, “one soldier held his 
head while another grasped the 
victim’s tongue with a crude 
pair of pliers and pulled it far 
out. A third guard cut off the 
tip of the teacher’s tongue with 
his bayonet . . . Neither the 
teacher nor any of the pupils 
died.”

Investors are worried.

ber, meaning more retail price

At the very time when work­ 
ers are becoming less able to af­ 
ford higher prices, the prices 
continue going higher. Manufac­ 
turers are beginning to shorten 
work weeks, the threat of lay­ 
offs increases—and so do prices. 


The help-wanted 
advertising 
index, a measure of want-ad 
volume in 52 daily newspapers, 
dropped 
sharply 
in 
October 
from 235 to 227. The National In­ 
dustrial 
Conference 
Board, 
which maintains the index, com­ 


ments coldly: “Declines in the 
index have generally been fol­ 
lowed by increases in unemploy­ 
m e n t” 


Mass psychology, perhaps as 
a result, appears to be chang­ 
ing. Measures of consumer con­ 
fidence have been dipping late­ 
ly. A recessionary psychology, 
in which purchases are delayed, 
may be setting in now. 


It isn’t only the threat to jobs 
or increasing prices that breeds 
the somber mood. Daily, now, 
people are reminded by promi­ 
nent economists that the nation 
could slip into a recession—and 
that it might be in one now.

May this year, President Nixon 
adm itted that in 20th century 
America men still go hungry. 
“We have long 
thought of 
America as the most bounteous 
of na lions.” the President told 
Congress. 
"That 
hunger 
and 
malnutrition should persist in a 
land such as ours is embarrass­ 
ing and intolerable/' 
Attack Renewed 
He proposed a renewed attack 
on a problem that has plagued 
man since he first roamed the 
untilled land in search of food. 
And once again the politics of 
hunger was set into motion and 
is continuing today at a White 
House Conference on Food. Nu­ 
trition and Health. Ifs purpose 
is to advise the President on 
how to alleviate America’s hun­ 
ger. 
The latest round in the politics 
of hunger may have started in 
1967 when the Senate poverty 
subcommittee, chaired by then 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark of Pennsyl­ 
vania, found “stark, horrifying 
hunger,” in Mississippi.

CARACAS (AP* — Rescuers 
pulled bodies, clothing and parts 
of an Air France airliner from 
the shark-infested waters of the 
Caribbean today, and said there 
was no hope that any' of the 62 
persons reported aboard the big 
jet had survived its plunge into 
the sea Wednesday night. 
By early morning, the bodies 
of ll women, and nine men had I 
been taken from the waters off 
La Guaira port, seven miles 
north of Caracas.

Checkers King 


Is Bowing Out

D ETRO IT— Newell Banks is 
82 and can’t see the checkers 
too well anymore, but he is 
winning the last 
professional 
checkers match he 
plans 
to 
play. 
Stooped over and wearing a 
green eyeshade, he looks more 
like a poker 
dealer 
than 
a 
checkers player. 
Banks 
and 
his 
challenger 
have been playing an unusual 
checkers match on the second - 
floor landing of the Pick-Fort 
Shelby Hotel for eight hours a 
day since last Thursday. 
The 
challenger, 
Kenneth 
Grover, 62, of Taholah, Wash., J 
is a former student of B a n k s., 
Grover said he has been pre­ 
paring 30 years for the match, i 
The men play with l l check­ 
ers each instead of 12. 
So far Banks has won two 
games, lost one and tied 13. If* 
he manages to tie the last four 
games in the 20-game match, I 
he will retire 
as 
the 
world 
champion 11-man ballot check­ 
ers player, a title he has held 
since 1916. The winner of tile 
match 
gets 
$900; 
the 
loser, 
$600. 


Banks explained the differ­ 
ence between 11-man and 12- 
man checkers Monday during 
a break in the 17 th game of the 
match: 


“You see, this is 
different 
from regular checkers. At the 
beginning of each 
game, we 
each draw to see which piece 
we remove from the board. In 
a 12-man game, you have 47 
different opening moves. In this 
game y-Ai have 2,700. Each 11- 
man game is different because 
there are 
so 
many 
possible 
combinations.” 
“I l l 
never 
forget 
back 
in 
1924, when Banks took me out 
to dinner,” Grover 
said. 
“It 
was like Jo e Namath taking 
a high school football player 
out to encourage 
him. 
Even 
though 
I ’ve 
been 
studying 
Banks’ style for 
so 
long, 
I 
doubt if I’ll beat him.” 
The men sat and stared at 
the green-and-white board for 
five 
minutes 
between 
each 
move. 
Banks explained that he has 
to think about 30 moves ahead 
when he makes one. 
They played in absolute si­ 
lence. “A pin drop can disturb 
your concentration in an im ­ 
portant game like this,” G rov- 
said. 
Banks 
has 
been 
playing 
checkers since he 
was 
five. 
When he was seven, he could 
play both chess and checkers 
blindfolded. 
He 
has lived 
in 
Detroit at 5074 Coplin all his 
life. 
Since his early 20s, he has 
made a 
living 
traveling 
the 
country giving exhibitions play­ 
ing blindfolded. He sits in a 
chair and people call out the 
numbers of their moves to him. 
In 1938, he played 55 persons 
at once, some in chess 
and 
some in checkers, 
and 
beat 
them all. 
“There are more than 40,000 
moves in this 
game,” 
Banks 
said “and I know them all by 
heart. 
But now\ I ’m getting old and 
I can feel it. I can’t see the 
pieces well anymore and some­ 
times I forget 
some 
of 
the 
moves, 
but 
I ’m 
still 
the 
champ.”

Gen. Frank Kelley has asked for j 
permission to file a brief in the 
Minnesota U.S. district court in I 
a case involving the construe- J 
tion of a nuclear plower plant. 
The 
Northern 
States 
Power I 
Co., 
a 
Minnesota 
corporation, J 
has filed suit against the State 
of Minnesota seeking to prevent J 
its 
pollution 
control 
agency j 
from 
regulating 
the 
corpora­ 
tion’s nuclear power plant acti- j 
vities, especially as they relate j 
to discharge of radioactive pol-j 
lutants. 
Kelley said tile questions in- j 
volved in the Minnesota case 
“ are of vital interest in preserv- j 
ing the natural resources in the 
State of Michigan.” 
“There are two nuclear plants 
in operation in Michigan 
and 
three others are under construc­ 
tion,” Kelley said. "The author- j 
ity of the state to control all pol­ 
lution 
and 
to 
preserve 
the 
state’s 
natural 
resources 
is 
therefore an immediate issue of 
great importance to the State 
of Michigan.” 
The attorney general said any 
decision made by the court in 
the Minnesota case will have a 
decisive im pact upon a state’s 
right to maintain its water and 
air free from pollution from all 
sources. 
“Any ruling in this case may 
be used as a precedent in sim­ 
ilar cases in which the State of I 
Michigan 
may 
become 
in­ 
volved,” Kelley noted. 
Kelley said if he is allowed to 
intervene, he will file a case in 
support of the right of the State 
of Minnesota to control poilu- j 
tion.
